
Murder suspects bound 
over to Grand Jury 


Monroe County Circuit 
Court action reported 


John "Fatman" Smith, 41, 
Dubree Rd., Tompkinsville, 
and Chasity Hagan, 34, 
Homer Bartley Rd., Sum¬ 
mer Shade, both had their 
cases bound over to the 
Monroe County Grand Jury 
after a preliminary hearing 
on Tuesday, May 1 in Mon¬ 
roe District Court. 

Smith and Hagan were 
charged in the murder of 
Brenda Faye Howard, 64, of 
3229 Ebenezer Rd., Tomp¬ 
kinsville, after Howard was 
found beaten and stabbed in 
her home on Friday night, 
April 20. 

Smith and Hagan were 
both officially charged with 
murder and burglary later 
Saturday afternoon, April 
21, and lodged in the Mon¬ 
roe County Jail. (Hagan 
was later moved to Barren 
County Detention Center.) 

At their arraignment on 
Tuesday, April 22, Hagan's 
charges were amended to 
complicity to commit mur¬ 
der and complicity to com¬ 
mit burglary. 

During this week's pre¬ 
liminary hearing. Smith 
(represented by Public 
Defender Sandra Downs) 
and Hagan (represented 
by Public Defender Greg 
Berry) were present to hear 
evidence gathered against 
them to determine if enough 
cause was found to bind the 
case over to the Monroe Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

During the preliminary 
hearing. Judge Kristi Cas¬ 
tillo heard testimony from 
Kentucky State Police De¬ 
tective Ricky Brooks, who 
was the lead investigator on 
the case. 

County Attorney Wes 
Stephens conducted the 
questioning for the pros¬ 
ecution as Brooks took the 
stand and detailed the con¬ 
tact from Monroe County 
Sheriff's Department on Fri¬ 
day night, April 20, which 
requested KSP assistance in

the investigation of How¬ 
ard's murder. 

After interviewing sev¬ 
eral family members of the 
victim. Brooks said, officers 
learned that Chasity Hagan 
had been involved in an ar¬ 
gument with Howard on 
Wednesday, April 18. 

Brooks noted that later 
that night he went to Hom¬ 
er Bartley Road, Summer 
Shade, to Hagan's residence 
to interview her and noted 
that during the interviews, 
Hagan gave three different 
accounts of the events. 

The first two recorded 
statements denied involve¬ 
ment, he said, while the 
third admitted she had been 
inside the door of Howard's 
home during the event. 

She made several different 
statements. Brooks testified, 
including that Smith was in¬ 
volved in the incident, that 
she drove to the Howard res¬ 
idence and parked in a near¬ 
by ditch line to make it ap¬ 
pear that the car had broken 
down and that they entered 
through an open door of the 
Howard residence. Hagan 
continued. Brooks said, that 
Smith struck Howard in the 
left side of the head with an 
ax handle "making blood go 
everywhere." 

Under cross examination 
by Hagan's attorney. Brooks 
noted that fingerprints and 
DNA evidence had been 
sent to the KSP laborato¬ 
ries for analysis, that an ax 
handle had been found in 
the trunk of the 2000 bur¬ 
gundy Saturn at the Hagan 
residence which had a large 
amount of blood on it, and 
that three to four inches of 
a broken knife blade fell out 
of Howard's head upon ex¬ 
amination. Brooks contin¬ 
ued that Hagan's clothing 
had been seized and sent to 
the lab for analysis as well. 
However, Brooks added that 
no visible blood was noticed 
on Hagan during the inter¬ 


view, as well as the fact that 
no blood was found on her 
footwear (which was also 
sent to the lab for analysis as 
well as a footprint found at 
the scene). He also testified 
that Hagan stated that she 
had "run out of the house 
during the assault" and that 
"she was assaulted by John 
Smith," striking her in the 
left leg with an ax handle, 
showing the bruises to an¬ 
other detective. 

Continuing on cross ex¬ 
amination, Brooks told the 
Court that Hagan first stat¬ 
ed she had been dropped 
off in the weeds as a look¬ 
out and that a pair of female 
size 16 jeans and a pair of 
male jeans size 38x32 were 
both found in the trunk of 
Hagan's car with blood evi¬ 
dence, "which shows they 
were at the scene," Brooks 
added. 

A purse was located in 
Hagan's car's trunk which 
continued personal paper¬ 
work belonging to Howard, 
Brooks added, he also noted 
that no prescription drugs 
were found at the Howard 
home. 

Attorney Downs then 
took over the cross examina¬ 
tion at that time and Brooks 
noted that Smith had made 
one recorded statement with 
Detective Russell Decker 
and himself. 

Brooks then noted that 
Detective Jamie Richards 
attended the autopsy con¬ 
ducted on Howard. Downs 
questioned how many times 
the victim was stabbed and 
Brooks stated, "I have not 
seen the autopsy report. 
All I know is she had head 
trauma and a punctured left 
lung." 

Brooks restated the fact 
that Hagan was believed to 
have had an argument with 
Howard in the days prior 
to the murder and that two

The Monroe County Cir¬ 
cuit Court met on Wednes¬ 
day, April 18 with the Hon¬ 
orable Martin McDonald 
presiding in Judge Eddie 
C. Lovelace's absence. The 
following actions were re¬ 
ported: 

FINAL SENTENCING 

Sarah Botts (DOB 1983) 
was sentenced to five years 
after her pretrial diversion 
was revoked. On March 17, 
2010, Botts was found guilty 
of a charge of possession of 
a controlled substance in the 
first degree and received a 
five year sentenced pretrial 
diverted for five years on 
the condition she enter and 
successfully complete the 
Monroe County Drug Court 
program.. However, on Feb. 
15,2012, she was terminated 
from the program for vari¬ 
ous violations and violated 
the terms of her pretrial di¬ 
version. Probation was de¬ 
nied. 

Michael Emberton (DOB 
1968) was sentenced to five 
years on a charge of bur¬ 
glary in the third degree 
and five years on a charge 
of criminal possession of a 
forged instrument in the 
second degree with the two 
five year sentences to run 
concurrently for a total of 
five years to serve. Addi¬ 
tional charges of manufac¬ 
turing methamphetamine 
and possession of drug par¬ 


aphernalia were dismissed. 
The Commonwealth op¬ 
posed probation and Court 
granted an order that the 
defendant was to serve 180 
days with the balance pro¬ 
bated for five years. The 
Court further noted that the 
defendant shall be entitled 
to any work release that 
can be coordinated through 
the Monroe County Jail and 
that he is to pay restitution 
at a rate of $100 per month 
to the victim in the case with 
no credit for time served. 

Drenda L. Hockley (DOB 
1961) was sentenced to 
five years on an amend¬ 
ed charge of facilitation 
to manufacture metham¬ 
phetamine (amended from 
manufacturing meth (first 
offense). The sentence was 
probated for five years with 
supervision. As a condition 
of probation, the defendant 
shall enter and complete 
the Monroe County Drug 
Court program. Additional 
charges of possession of a 
controlled substance (first 
degree, methamphetamine) 
and possession of drug par¬ 
aphernalia were dismissed. 

Shawn Russell (DOB 
1978) was sentenced to five 
years on a charge of wan¬ 
ton endangerment and five 
years on a charge of assault 
in the third degree with the 
two five year sentences to 
run concurrently for a total 
of five years to serve. Addi¬ 
tional charges of two counts 


of wanton endangerment in 
the first degree and resist¬ 
ing arrest were dismissed. 
Probation was denied and 
credit for time served was 
given. 

Brandon J. Wilborn (DOB 
1981) was sentenced to 
three years after his pretrial 
diversion was revoked for 
violating terms of his agree¬ 
ment. He acknowledged 
that on June 22, 2011 he was 
sentenced to three years on 
a charge of receiving stolen 
property less than $10,000. 
One condition of the diver¬ 
sion agreement was that he 
was to pay restitution in the 
amount of $245 to Monroe 
Circuit Clerk to be disbursed 
to Jackie Pedigo and remain 
drug and alcohol free. He 
also acknowledged that on 
Feb. 21,2012, he verbally ad¬ 
mitted he would take "a half 
of a suboxone every day or 
so as needed and that when 
he was directed to perform 
a drug test, he attempted to 
alter that test by introducing 
a syringe filled with another 
person's urine." Credit for 
time served was given. 

PLED GUILTY 

Anthony D. Blythe (DOB 
unavailable) pled guilty to a 
charge of wanton endanger¬ 
ment for a sentence of two 
years, pretrial diverted for 
three years with supervi-

Earlier this year, Murphy 
was one of 17 UK student- 
athletes inducted into the 
Frank G. Ham Society of 
Character, which recognizes 
student athletes who have 
shown extraordinary com¬ 
mitment to academic excel¬ 
lence, athletic participation, 
personal development, ca¬ 
reer preparation and serving 
as a role model.

Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Daniel Stephens, 
along with Monroe County 
Sheriff Roger Barlow and 
Deputy Lucas Geralds, arrest¬ 
ed two Mud Lick residents 
Wednesday afternoon, April 
25 on charges of manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine.

ax handles were found in 
Hagan's car, one of which 
had blood on it. 

Smith was located in a 
wooded area. Brooks added, 
by a KSP K-9 unit in a cabin 
approximately 300 yards be¬ 
hind the Hagan residence. 

Brooks added that when 
Smith was apprehended 
he was wearing a National 
Wild Turkey Pederation cap 
which also appeared to have 
blood on it, and this cap has 
also been sent for analysis. 

Downs questioned the 
blood found on the hat, ask¬ 
ing if he could determine 
if it was "old blood or new 
blood." Brooks stated he 
could not determine that 
fact but the item had been 
sent to the lab for evaluation. 
She also questioned where 
the knife blade was broken, 
with Brooks answering that 
he could not ascertain that 


as well as the fact he was 
unable to tell with certainty 
what type of knife it had 
come from. 

Brooks also noted that 
three cell phones were re¬ 
covered, two in the cen¬ 
ter console of Hagan's car 
and one (a Trac-phone) in 
Smith's pocket. He added 
that a preservation order 
had been sent to the phone 
companies and officers are 
waiting for warrants to get 
the records. Downs ques¬ 
tioned the information re¬ 
ceived from the phones but 
Brooks answered that war¬ 
rants had not been received 
yet; therefore no informa¬ 
tion had been obtained. 

Judge Castillo ruled sep¬ 
arately on each case that 
probable cause exists in 
both cases to bind the matter 
over to the Monroe County 
Grand Jury.

Farmers Market to 
open on May 15 


Farmers markets provide 
a chance for the public to 
get high quality, fresh foods 
and support farmers in their 
community. Selling at the 
markets gives farmers a 
chance to tell others about 
their operation and agricul¬ 
ture in general. 

In the past few years, 
people's interest in farmers 
markets has climbed. The 
renewed interest is likely due 
to people trying to improve 
their diets and increasing 
awareness about the envi¬ 
ronmental benefits of buying 
foods from local farmers. 
Because of this, people, who 
have never been to a farmers 
market before, may be plan¬ 
ning to go to a farmers market 
this year. 

If you have never been to a 
farmers market, you should 
know that most vendors are 
locally based. When you buy 
from them, you are contrib¬ 
uting directly to your local 
economy. Most of these 
vendors have small operations 
and because of their opera¬ 
tion's size, cannot sell their 
produce to large commercial 
wholesalers. Additionally, 
many producers incorporate 
sustainable measures into 
their agricultural practices to 
preserve the quality of their 
soil and water and minimize 
the use of chemicals on their 
products. 

When you buy from a 
farmers market, you are likely 
buying produce that is at the 
peak of its freshness and 
picked within a day or two of 
coming to the market. Look 
for produce that is in-season. 
Some examples of in-season 
produce are as follows: 

Spring: asparagus, black¬ 
berries, lettuce, peas, spinach

Winter: beets, cabbage, 
carrots, onions, winter squash 
and turnips 

Good produce does not 
mean it is without aesthetic 
flaws. High-quality fruits 
and vegetables are crisp and 
brightly colored. For some 
fruits, like a peach or melon, 
a strong scent means they are 
perfectly ripening. Produce 
that is limp, soft or not crisp is 
likely over ripe and beginning 
to lose some of its nutritional 
value, texture and flavor. 

If you are not going to use 
the produce immediately, 
make sure it is safely stored 
to maintain its quality and 
freshness. You should store 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
for as little time as possible as 
they will lose nutrients and 
quality over time. Potatoes, 
onions and winter squash 
should be stored in a cool, 
dark place, unwashed. Keep 
all other vegetables refrig¬ 
erated at temperatures at or 
below 40 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Place peeled or cut produce 
in tightly covered containers 
within two hours. 

The Farmers Market in 
Monroe County will open on 
Tuesday, May 15. The market 
is located behind Wal-Mart in 
the industrial park. The hours 
of operation are Tuesday and 
Thursday 10 a.m. until sell 
out and Saturday 8 a.m. until 
sell out.

The second Saturday of each 
month, County Agent Lara 
Savage will be at the Farmers 
Market for 'Tlate it Up Kentucky 
Proud" with food demonstra¬ 
tions, free seasonal recipes, and 
free samples of dishes made 
with products available at the 
market. 

Here is a sample of what 
you might learn at the market 
this summer from the Second 
Saturday "Plate it Up Kentucky 
Proud" events: 

Kentucky Strawberries: What 
delicious Kentucky Proud fruit 
is the most popular crowd 
favorite? From late April to 
July, fresh strawberries certainly 
could be the most delightful 
winner! Kentucky strawber¬ 
ries always deliver satisfying 
flavor — whether it's found in 
scrumptious strawberry pie, 
luscious strawberry preserves, 
or a yummy fresh berry snack! 
Not only do they have mouth¬ 
watering appeal, but strawber¬ 
ries provide great healthy bene¬ 
fits. Weight watchers can enjoy 
the fact that a Vi cup serving of 
sliced berries has only 25 calo¬ 
ries. Of all berries, strawberries 
are highest in vitamin C, with a 
1/4 cup serving providing 80% of 
recommended daily values. 

When selecting berries at your 
farmer's market or grocery, stay 
away from containers of berries 
with juice stains which may be a 
sign that the berries are crushed 
and possibly moldy; soft, watery 
fruit that means the berries are 
overripe; dehydrated, wrinkled 
fruit that means the berries have 
been stored too long. Strawber¬ 
ries should be a bright shade of 
red and the caps on the berries 
should be green and fresh 
looking. Berries that are green or 
yellow are unripe and will taste 
sour. In general, berries should be 
dry, firm, well-shaped, and eaten 
within a week after purchase. If 
you can't eat them that soon, 
remember that berries freeze 
well! It's best to buy berries that 
are 'in-season' as they'll cost less 
and are more ripe and flavorful 
than 'out-of-season' berries. 

After purchasing berries, 
check the fruit and toss out any 


moldy or deformed berries. Eat 
overripe berries within 24 hours. 
Return the other berries back to 
the original container or they 
should be arranged unwashed in 
a shallow pan lined with paper 
towels, and washed just prior to 
use. The berries may be topped 
with a paper towel to absorb any 
additional moisture. Put plastic 
wrap over the entire container. 
This will ensure the fruit retains 
its freshness. 

Strawberries are a great snack, 
especially in unusual combi¬ 
nations with other popular 
Kentucky fruits and vegetables. 
This unique tea recipe combines 
the sweet tart tastes of ripe straw¬ 
berries with green tea, honey, 
and lemon. Don't be afraid to try 
it —you'll get a cool, clean and 
refreshing taste that's sure to 
become a family favorite! 

Strawberry Green Tea 

13 cups water 

13 green tea bags, regular size 
1 pound strawberries 
1 cup honey 
1 lemon, optional 

Wash strawberries and remove 
the tops. Chop the berries with a 
hand chopper in a large pot. Add 
water to the chopped berries and 
bring to a boil, stirring occasion¬ 
ally. Remove from heat and let 
mixture cool for 5 minutes. Add 
tea bags and submerge. Steep 
tea for 2 to 3 minutes. Strain the 
tea through a mesh strainer or 
cheesecloth lined colander into 
a 1-gallon pitcher. Add honey 
and stir until dissolved. Chill 
and serve. Garnish with a lemon 
slice or a fresh strawberry if 
desired. Yield 16, 8-ounce serv¬ 
ings. Nutrition Analysis: 70 calo¬ 
ries, 0 g fat, 0 mg cholesterol, 5 
mg sodium, 19 g carbohydrate, 
1 g fiber, 17 g sugar, 0 g protein, 
30% daily value for vitamin C.

TOMPKINSVILLE,

ORDINANCE NO. 

12-04262012-01 

AN ORDINANCE RELAT¬ 
ING TO THE ADOPTION 
OF THE UNIFORM STATE¬ 
WIDE BUILDING CODE 
AS PROMULGATED IN 815 
KAR 7:120 AND 815 KAR 
7:125 BY THE BOARD OF 
HOUSING, BUILDINGS 
AND CONSTRUCTION OF 
THE COMMONWEALTH 
OF KENTUCKY 

Be it ordained by the City 
Commission of The City of 
Tompkinsville, Kentucky as 
follows: 

WHEREAS, KRS198B .060(1), 
requires that all buildings 
constructed in the City of 
Tompkinsville, Kentucky 
shall be built in compliance 
with the uniform state build¬ 
ing code as adopted by the 
Board of Housing, Buildings 
and Construction; and 

WHEREAS, KRS 198B .060(1) 
authorizes any city, county or 
urban county government to 
require, by ordinance, per¬ 
mits, inspections and certifi¬ 
cates of occupancy for single 
family dwellings; and 

WHEREAS, KRS 198B.060(11) 
requires the local govern¬ 
ment to employ or contract 
for or with electrical inspec¬ 
tion services; and 

WHEREAS KRS 198B .060(18) 
authorizes each local govern¬ 
ment to establish a schedule 
of fees which are designed 
to cover the cost of the ser¬ 
vice performed but not to 
exceed it; 

Now, therefore, BE IT OR¬ 
DAINED by the Fiscal Coun¬ 
ty and/or legislative body of 
THE CITY OF TOMPKINS¬ 
VILLE, MONROE COUNTY, 
COMMONWEALTH OF 
KENTUCKY: 

SECTION 1. ADOPTION 
OF THE KENTUCKY 
BUILDING CODE. 

THAT, the KENTUCKY 
BUILDING CODE, promul¬ 
gated in 815 KAR 7:120 and 
the KENTUCKY RESIDEN¬ 
TIAL CODE promulgated 
in 815 KAR 7:125 by the 
Board of Housing, Buildings 
and Construction, Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, are 
hereby adopted in full as an 
Ordinance of The City of 
Tompkinsville, of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky as if 
set out at length herein; 

THAT, a copy of said Ken¬ 
tucky Building Code is on 
file in the Office of the Mon¬ 


roe County Clerk, and the 
Clerk shall at all times keep 
a copy of said building code 
for reference; 

THAT, an attested copy of 
this Ordinance shall be trans¬ 
mitted to the Office of Hous¬ 
ing, Buildings and Construc¬ 
tion of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky.

ENFORCEMENT OFFI¬

THAT, Carley Fudge, shall 
be designated as the local 
enforcement agent/agency 
for said Kentucky Building 
Code.

THAT, pursuant to KRS

ings. Local jurisdictions may 
adopt by ordinance detached 
single family dwellings as 
provided in the adopted 
codes. 

SECTION 4. PERMITS 
AND FEES. 

THAT, the fees for permits 
and inspections shall be as 
provided for in the attached 
schedule. 

SECTION 5. INCONSIS¬ 
TENT ORDINANCES 
REPEALED. 

THAT, all ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are, to the extent 
of such conflict, hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

SECTION 6. EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 

THAT, this resolution shall 
take effect and be in full force 
when passed, published and 
recorded according to law.
